REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH. 


In accordance with an act of the Legislature, approved 
M rch 4, 1897, -trausterring the duties of the Board of 
liealth from the Selectmen to a specially appointed Board 
of Health; we .s members of the Board respectfully sub- 
mit our first annual report. 

Vhe past year has proved to Le an unfortunate one for 
the town as the families which have been afflicted with that 
dreaded disease, scarlet fever; as a large portion of the 
thirteen families that were quarantined, were of moderate 
means, and in compliance with a recent decision of the Su- 
preme court, which says, ‘‘Cities and towns shall provide 
supplies for all needy families which they sha'l quarantine, 
and ; ay for the same,’ we were ovligex to assume an ex- 
pense uu.ooked for. 

If we were the only town infected with this malady, we 
would naturally think the local conditions were wrong, 
but the fact that aljoinine towns are similarly afflicted, 
dis onages the idea. 

We urge all families to keep a careful watch for the san- 
itary condition of their premises, and should any nuisance 
exist injurious to the public health, it should be promptly 
reported to the health officers. 

Although we regret the necessity for so large an expen- 
diture of money, we should also feel very grateful that of 
twenty six cases of scarlet fever, only one proved fatal, 
and that at this time no contagious disease exists in our town.
